Common Abui* of th* Verb* to Get, to 


Lay and to Lie. 


The verb t» get is one of otrr mnch 


mibusocl -words. It means to acquire, 
win, obtain, and primarily it rifrnifiea 
the patting forth of effort to attain, 
eomstbing. Consequently it Is not only 
(superfluous, but Incorrect, to speak of 
a man as "setting droTrned" or "get- 
ting sick," and you may unfortunately 
"have a cold," but it is impossible that 
you "have got a cold." 


At t^ls moment no exceptions occur 


to the -writer to the rule tbat got should 
never be used in connection with, have, 
which alone sufficiently expresses pos- 
Bession. Say "I have the picture," not 
"I have got the picture." "The dog 
has n broken lep," not "The Uog bus 
got a broken leg." 


The irregular verbs loy and lie are 


frequently confounded. 
Lay la nn ac- 


tive or transitive verb, and He is pas- 
sive or intransitive. 
We lay things 


down or have laid them down, but wo 
and things lie fit re^t. 
You lie down, 


have lain down, will lie down or aro 
lying down.

A frequent error is to confound the 


past tense^ of the^e verbs. One should 
say, "Mnry laid the boolc on the table 
nnrl lay down herself," but the boolc 
lies on the table.—Exchange.
